“The Post-Drspatca is doing all it can to adver- 
tise Chicago," said a railruad man on Saturday. 
“You go outinto the country and tell all these 
country merchants: ‘Here, do not come to St 
Louis. Goto Chicago, where you will get decent 
rates of freight.“ There is not much danger of 
their coming here after that.” 

Is the Post-Dispatcu advertising Chicago? Per- 
haps it is to a certain extent. Perhaps it is adver 
tising New York and Baltimore, Philadelphia and 
Cincinnati, when it demonstrates that every one of 
these towns is getting rates into St. Louis territory 
that are cutting St. Louis out of ber legitimate 
trade. But, admitting that the Post-Dispatos is 
advertising these cities, is it not opening the way 
to a reform that will benefit St. Louis a thou- 
and times where it hurts it once? 
The managers of the roads on which 
St. Louis is dependent for her trade have made this 
their invariable argument against publicity. They 
have said to shippers who threatened them with 
exposure, “If you print anything like that you will 
advertise Chicago or Kansas City. Bring us your 
grievances and We will ses that your wrongs are 
righted.” But their righting of wrongs has applied 
only to individual cases. . Louis merchants have 
kept quiet and Chicago has blown her own horn 
more successfully than any St. Louis newspaper 
could have done it for her, Aslong as wrongs can 
be righted. evils reformed without publicity, pub- 
licity is to be shunned. St. Louis merchants have 
tried that method. They have given it a severe 
test for more thas five years past, and it has failed 
to meet the emergency. All the 
freight bureaus and protective organizations 
on which tens of thousands of dollars have been 
spent have not accomplished one permanent benefit. 
Now let the light of day shine in upon the 
RAILROAD ROT: aNNESS 
whose stench is driving legitimate trade away from 
St. Louis. The Post-Dispatca is happy to be able 
to point out to the Merchants and Manufacturers’ 
Association enough channels of usefulness to keep 
its committees well occupied for sometime. And 
by the time they have investigated these complaints 
and provided a remedy for the evils they will find 
that their work is only half begun. 

Little Rock and Fort Smith, and the country be 
tween them, was the motive for Saturday‘s article 
on discrimination. How little chance St. Louis 
stands at any point im Northern Arkansas, and 
particularly at the large towns of Little Rock and 
Fort Smith, was shown in a clear and indisputable 
manner. It only remains to say that for the past 
three weeks merchants from that section have been 

PASSING THROUGH THE CITY 
en route to Chicago or the East to purchase their 
fail supplies, and few have remained here longer 
than the time between trains. One merchant from 
Fort Smith, who was here a little over a week ago, 
bought part of his supply of shoes and then went 
on to Chicago to lay inastock of dry goods, etc. 
He stated that the difference in freight rates took 
him to Chicago. Last spring he had paid $1 2 
FROM CHICAGO and $1 30 FROM ST. LOUIS on 
first-class goods to Fort Smith. St. Louis is par-

Al these things being true, 
it would be naturalto suppose that the St. Louis 
and San Francisco, a road having its eastern 
terminus here, would do all in its power to advance 
the interests of this city where it came into com- 
petition with Chicago, and to hold St. Louis trade 
wherever it is now established. But 
THE WAYS OF THE ‘FRISCO 3 
are curious. It prefers seeing 
the Missouri Pacific haul sugar and molasses from 
New Orieans to Carthage at a minimum rate rather 
than take it from St. Louis at a rate that would pay 
it fairly. It is probably on the same principle that, 
if reputable cattlemen are to be believed, it prefers 
taking live stock through St, Louis to giving St. 
Louis such rates as will enable her to get the busi- 
ness, For some time past it has been noticed that 
the "Frisco was bringing cattle to St. Louis con- 
signed to the Vandalia Road for transportation 
to Chisago, Now St. Louis prices are so little 
below those of Chicago that it would bardly pay to 
ship cattle from this city tothe city by the lake. 
Hence the conundrum was: How did the consignor 
cattle come to ship them 
through? The shipment was traced and another 
astonishing fact discovered. The consignor was a 
gentieman named Wagner whose ranch on the 
northern border of Texas is thirty miles from 
Wichita Falls on the Missouri Pacific and 
270 MILES FROM RED FORK 
on the ‘Frisco. Of this 270 miles a good portion Is 
rocky, hilly, and generally unsuited for a drive, 
and after a journey of any distance 
over euch a country cattle would hardly 
be in condition to ship and would unques 
tionably be deteriorated for the market. Still Mr. 
Wagner was driving and had driven altogether 
ABourT 5,000 CATTLE 
over thie 270 miles drive to Red Fork, The rate 
from Red Fork to St. Louis, 489 miles, is $70 a car 
on live stock; to Chicago, 712 miles, it is $85. The 
rate from Wichita Falis to St. Louis, 829 miles, is 
$90 a car; to Chicago, 1,112 miles, it is $110. 
Twenty dellars or $25 a car would hardly be an 
inducement to drive 270 miles, nor would Chicago 
prices be a set-off for a drive of 270 miles at a 
saving of $5. St. Louis parties set about tracing 
the reasons for Mr,Wagner's action. Finally, being 
unable to obtain any proof, the representative of a 
St. Louis house asked Mr. Wagner himself. That 
gentieman fraakly stated that he was getting a 
rate of $60 a car, Red Fork to Chicago, the rate 
te St. Louis being 870 a car. Of this $60 
rate he understood the ‘Fritco got $40 and the 
Vandalia 680. As soon as St. Louis parties heard of 
this cut they weat with their complaint to the Frisco. 
The officials of that road denied that they were 
making a less rate than tariff for any one. The 
cattiemen demanded a $40 rate from Red 
ork, to compete with Chicago. The 
officials said that they 
would not allow them any rate below tariff. The y 
were mistaken about Mr. Wagner and his rate. 
The St. Louis people wrote again to their agent in 
Texas, who saw Mr. Wagner, and that gentleman 
ONCE MORE ASSURED HIM 
that his rate from Red Fork to Chicago was $60 a 
car. In spite of this, however, the ‘Frisco people 
still refused to make less than a $70 rate to St. 
Louis parties. Here the matter ‘rests for the pres- 
ent. The cattlemen who know Mr. Wagner say 
[his word is good enough for them, and if he 
sade is getting a $60 rate there is not the slight- 


men towards that city for supplies. eto. The mistaken 
policy which makes St. Louis a way-station on 
the road to Chicago will undoubtedly do the Frisoo 
Road eventually a considerable amount of harm. 
The action of the managers of the road in this 
instance, however,. is entirely in harmony with the 
policy evident in their methods elsewhere.

POINTS BELOW LITTLE ROOK. 

One of the partners in a large commission house 
devoted particularly to the Southern trade said to 
a Post-Disrpatcn reporter a short time since: 
“Rates all along the Iron Mountain are too high, 
and we are shut out between Little Rock aad Tex- 
arkana by a cheaper rate from New Orleans. If 
we coniplain to the Iron Mountain people, they tell 
us they will give us New Orleans rates whenever 
we can prove that they are less than those from St. 
Louis. Now, these points are all nearer to us than 
they are to New Orleans,and we do not want 
to be ebliged to hunt up New Orleans rates every 
time we try tomakeasale. I did get some bills of 
lading at different times and loaned them to Con- 
nor, the agent of the Migsouri Pacific, but he never 
returned them.” 

The absurdity of requiring “proofs” of New Or- 
leans rates on business where there is no competi- 
tion, and where New Orleans has no business stick- 
ing in her nose, is utterly absurb. From Little 
Rock to Texarkana, 145 miles, there is no road 
crossing the Iron Mountain. Hence, if any rates 
are made to townsalong that 145 miles of road 
from New Orleans the Iron Meuntain must know 
what those rates are. Hence, what it says to mer- 
chants is: If you catch me giving anything to 
New Orleans I will give as much to you, but if you 
do not catch me I am free to give New Orleans ali 
I please. You must look out for yourselves.” 

Then the assurance that is required to stand up 
before St. Louis merchants and tell them that they

as New Oriéans to points in St. Louis territory!

It must be remembered that the tariff rate from 
St. Louis is $1 50 on dry goods, $1 30 on hardware 
and 90 cents on sugar. The Iron Mountain is, 
therefore, according to our correspondent, making 
a pretense of cutting for St. Louis merchants, while 
itis at the same time giving New Orieans a rate 
that cannot but fetch the business. The tariff rate 
on sugar from St. Louis is 90 cents; the rate 
charged is 80 cents. The Post-Drspaton has in its 
possession dn expense bill of the Missouri Pacific 
Railway Company, dated July 28, for five barrels of 
sugar from New Orleans to Hope at 65 cents.

To demonstrate how the Missouri Pacific, by its 
absurdly high rates, is 
CUTTING OFF ITS OWN TRADE, 

a letter from Sidney B. Wood, dealer 
in general merchandise at Hope. Mr. Wood writes, 
under date August 8, as follews: “Dear Bir: Yours 
of late date asking for information in regard to 
freights received. Glad to know you are trying to 
aid us in getting our freight from St. Louis at as 
low a rate as from New Orleans. It seems to me 
the Iron Mountain is making a great mistake in 
charging a few points, say Hope and Prescott, so 
much more freight on cotton, flour, etc., than our 
competing towsas Magnolia and other points on the 
Paramore road pay. Cotton within four miles of 
our town went to Magnolia and Camden last year, 
and of course planters bought their winter supplies 
of groceries there. If we could get a rate of $2 88 
instead of $275, the railroad would agcure much 
more freight. We should have flour at 60 or 65 cents 
imstead of 75 cents. We could do very well 

without any reduction on other lines, and, 

with cotton, flour and salt reduced so that 
we could get cost out of them, we coud afford to 

sell as cheap as other towns. To show you what 
we are willing to do and have to do to draw or 
even hold our trade, we have called a meeting of 
the merchants and are trying to get concert of 
action and buy large lines of these staple goods 
and sell them at a loss of 20 to 35 cents a barrel, 
and pro rate said loss. We are doing all we can to 
draw our old trade from the Paramore line, and we 
need some assistance from the railroad company

A Strike Ordered On ‘the 
Wabash System. 


Threats That the Railroad Sys- 
tems West of the Mississippi 
Will Be Involved. 


* 


What the Committees of the Knights 
of Labor in the City Say~Strength 
ofthe Organization Placed at 500,- 
000 Men—A General Strike Con- 
templated — The Latest Develop- 


ments. 


The trouble between the Wabash Railroad and 
the Knights of Labor has come to a head, and 
promises to result in one of the most extensive 
contests between a railroad and ita employes that 
has been seen in the West. The memoers of the 
Executive Committee of the orgaization have been 
in the city for several days, endeavoring to obtain 
a conference with A. A. Talmage, general manager 
ofthe Wabash, on the subject of the difficulty 
existing between them. The grievance, as far as 
ean be learned, complained of by tae committee is 
the systematic discharge of employes known to 
belong to the order. General Manager Talmage 
has been out of tne city, and the committee was, 
therefore, unable to gain a personal conference 
with him at once. The failure of all endeavor in 
this direction is shown by the following telegrams 
which passed between Manager Talmage and his 
secretary, Charles M. Hays:

The Wabash Trouble. 

The history ef the trouble dates back to early in 
the spring. Times began to get hard, and the rei!- 
road traffie almost ceased entirely. The snow 
blockades and washeuts had played havoc. fhe 
men were only working eigkt hours 
time for a days work.

The Wabash 
had contracts with the Missouri Car aad Foundry 
Company to rus its eae and the com- 
pangs repairing and when the trouble came on 
be repair work was sent to other ote than 
Moberiy. This, of course, left a good many hands 
idle, and nething like harmony has prevailed since 
last spring. The arreement was that no one should 
be dixcarged for taking part in the strike. The 
men claim this has not been lived up te, but be that 
as it may the strike is on.

Explosion of the Steamer 8. M. Fel- 
ton at the Philadelphia Wharf.

The Vessel Shaken From Stem to 
Stern—Timely Rescue of the Passen- 
gers by Other Steamers—A Terrible 
Panic On Board—No One Killed, but 
Many Injured. 


Pm ADbrir ma, August 17.—10 a.m. A Coiler 
explosion has just occurred on the steamer S. M. 
Felton, off the Chestnut street wharf. It is report- 
ed that several lives have been lost. 

THE EXPLOSION. 

The explosien of the steamer S. M. Felton oc- 
curred just after she had left ber dock, on ber trip 
to Wilmington, Delaware. She was opposite Pier 
No. 8, South wharves, when the passengers and 
crew were startied by an explosion which shock 
the beat from stem to stern, and when the smoke 
cleared away it was found that the entire forward 
part et the vessel above the water line had been 
badly damaged and a number of passengers injured, 
some of them severely. The pilet house and entire 
upper deck were lifted and feil to the lower deck. 
The bow presenteda scene of complete wreck. 
Tugs proceeded at once to the disabled vessel, and 
with the assistance of the police tug, Wm. 8. Stoke- 
ly, which was lying near by, at once proceeded to 
remove the injured. The ambulance of the Penn- 
syivania Hospital seon arrived and took most of the 
injured to that institution. 

THE INJURED. 

The injured sofar askuown are; John E. Mo- 
Dunn, aged 9 years, severely injured about the legs; 
Silas Reed, badiy shocked and contused; Bessie 
Bradley, ankle dislocated; Samuel Cooper, injured 
about nead and body; Geo. Erven, injured about 
limbs and body. The steameris Owned dy the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company, and is a 
large, well equipped boat. [If she is not 
injured below the water line the damage will not be 
heavy. The ceuse of the explosion is as yet yncer- 
tain. The passengers and many of those who saw 
the explosion from the suore irsist that 

GUN POWDER, 
or some similar explosive, was ignited on the 
forward deck and several persons who were stand- 
ing on the pier deciare that they ctly noticed 
the odor of gun powder. There bas been consid- 
erabie rivalry between the Felton and other boats 
running to Wiimingten, and reports have gained 
ground that some malicious persoa placed an ex- 
piosive on the deck. This is a mere rumor, how- 


ever, and the cause of the explosion will not be 


known until further investigation is made. 
PANIC ON THE FELTON. 

There were over two hundred people on the boat 
—men, woijen and chiidren—when the explosion 
occurred. The wrecked upper works took fire and 

a frightful panicensued. This was speedily checked 
by the coolness of a number of men, 
who drove the women and chiidren aft and 
prevented many frantic women from leaping over- 
board. Besides those seriously hurt a large num- 
ber were almost, or quite, stunned by the shock.

KILLING TRADE. 

The facts published in the Posr-Drsr Aron 
showing the persecutions and confiscation to 
which St. Louis tradeis exposedin Arkansas 
along the line of the Frisco and Iron Mountain 
Roads, came with a shock upon the business 
community of St. Louis. 

It had been supposed in a general way that 
St. Louis bad been out off from large areas of 
business territory by the cutting of rates on the 
part of new lines and new competitors, and our 
merchants were reconciled to doing business 
under conditions which left them smaller mar- 
gins of profits than their competitors. 

But in the cases cited Saturday St. Louis 
trade was killed by a competition created by 
St. Louis roads. Under the management of 
St. Louis railway officials, St. Louis merchants 
cannot even trade with points where there is no 
competition. 

The railroads of Missouri will go out of their 
way to help the New York merchant sell goods 
and to prevent the St. Louis merchant from 
selling. At points where they have an absolute 
monopoly of rates; at points which cannot be 
reached except under charges made by them, 
they wilifully and deliberately charge the mer- 
chants of St. Louisa larger sum for carriage 
from St. Louis to points in Arkansas than is 
paid under their rates for the whole carriage 
from New York to the Arkansas points. 

Such a state of affairs violates the Consti- 
tution of the State and violates every prin- 
ciple of justice and common fairness. It 
is worse than a mere injustice. It is asentence 
of death to the trade of St. Louis, and we can- 
not believe that the merchants of St. Louis will 
endure it, now that its full iniquity is exposed.

Perhaps it was the officious and dictatorial 
attitude of Kansas City’s delegation in 
all matters appertaining to railroad reg- 
ulation that defeated all such legislation. 
As her Board of Trade and her newspapers

Mayor Maurice Joyce, who has been in the East 
for the past week, returned home yesterday morn- 
ing, but owing to the fatigue of his long journey, 
went immediately to his home and refured to be 
interviewed. He was seen by a Post-DispatTou 
reporter this morning, however, and consented 


readily to be questioned about what would be his 


action in regard to gambling. 

And so it is really true that the gamblers have 
returned once more and are carrying on the 
nefarious business on the Island!“ he said, when 
the reporter assured him that such was 
the case. “Why, when I _ forced them 


to quit the city shortly after my ejection | certainly 
thought that they would never attempt to locate 
— n 

Some people have insinuated that you left for 
the express purpose of allowing them to open.” 

“On, I sup 80; you know every»ody has their 
enemies, aud I was long ago convinced that I bad 
no less than the ordinary mortal. But let me assure 
ros that 1 had not the slightest intimation when I 

tbat the gamblers would make any attempt 
to return to the city, and when I returned home I 
was greatly surprised to learn that they had been 
running since my departure.”

Governor Urgea to Appoint Two 
Prominent Newspaper Mea.

SPRINGFIELD, III., August 17.—The Illinois Press 
Association is moving in the matter of getting 
a representation on the Revenue Cormmis- 
sion soon to be appointed by Governor Oglesby. 
Ata secret meeting held inthis city August 5, of 
the Executive Committee of the Association, a 
resolution was adopted to the effect that the asso- 
ciation recommend for appointment on the com- 
mission Col. M. W. Mathews of the Urbana Herald, 
and K. A. Snively of Springfield.

WOMEN AND MEDICINE. 


Some three thousand years ago the wise man re- 
marked that there is nothing new under the 
sun.” Regarded in the searching, critical light of 
modern times this remark will not hold water, ap- 
plied in the general sense, which no doubt the 
author of Ecciesiasies intended to convey. It con- 
tains a sound and wholeseme truth of its own 
which more recent saws are apt to lack. Without 
enlarging further upon this subject, which con- 
tains sufficient food for discussion to form an 
article iu itself, we apply it to the matter in band, 
with the remars that, in discussing the ethical and 
theoretical side of the recent plunge of the female 
sex into the troubled waters of medical science and 
practice, we are very apt to regard it as the 
abortive and premature offspring of nineteenth 
century advancement: 

Whereas, asa matter of fact, the question and 
the subject had its birth far away in the dark ages 
of man's history, and existed as a it eble, puny 
child, showing signs of vitality only at intervals 
until the broad light of nineteenth century toiera- 
tion, free thought and liberty awoke it into active 
and vigorous existence. 

In the earliest historical records are well-defined 
accounts of women as gynecologists,a word which, 
in the present day, is shamefully misused, the very 
name being suggestive of the worst forms of 
quackery. Passing over Bible testimony, as exhibited 
in the birth of Moses, the history of the Jews in 
Egypt, together with the testimony of heathens 
mythology, all of which may be regarded as more 
or less apocuryphal, while at the same time it 


clinches the fact that women, if 
encouraged, were at least net ignored in 
tne practice of medicine,.we find that the first 
female practitioner on record who received any sort 
of a special medical training was Agnodice, a young 
Atheuiau Woman waoiived about 300 B. C. From 
her uistory, graphicaily described by Prof. Carring- 
ton Bolton mau articie on tne early practice uf 
medicine by women, two points at once impress us 
with a force as irresistibie as tuey are comic. First, 
tuat Opposition to woman iu medicine is as old as 
its history; and, second, that the desire of females to 
practice medic.ne goes hand in baud with che less 
commendabie ambition of wearing pants, since 
Agnouice did not fan to sport them. Attiring 
verself in these unorsamental if convenient gar- 
meuts, 8s e a tendéd’ regularly tue schools of 
medicine forbiddes to her se Her studies com- 
pieted, she retained her imasculne attire and 
commenced practice, making — ay her 
speviaity. Accused ot violating ber trust in dealing 
with female patients, Agnod ice was perforce com- 
peiied to declare her sex, upon when she was 
prowmptiy bauied up tor violating a law 
prohiviung women and siaves from studying 
medic.ne, Here, however, sue was supported 
by sowe of ner most influential lady patients, aud 
a revocation of the iaw was obtain 

Tue practice of medeme by women was not 
altogether unknown duriug the middle ages. Alou- 
casis of Cordova, ove of the most renowned male 
surgeous ot tue twelftu century (or a uttle after the 
Nerman Conquest of Engiand), secured the services 
of properly imstructeu women for gynecological 
Operations. Tuis proves, not ony that this eminent 
surgeoo cons.dered femaie assis auts preferabie to 
male coves, but also that female medicai practice 
was not ouly not unknown, but was also no. uucom- 
moo at that period, since they are not spokeu of as 
being an innovation by Aibucasis, but as being 
seiecied from persons already Wained to the pro- 
fession. in Curistlau Countriés ive convents, as 
well as the monasteries, were revered as reposi- 
tories of medical science. Ine Must renowned 
of tnese was the convent eof ihe Paraceite, 

refided over by tne Abbess Heivise, 

or ous interesied in theorizing on 
the etn.cs of female medical practice mignt justiy 
inquire whetuer tae physiologicai and gy neo. og - 
al auowiedge possessed Ly Nelvi8e may not uave 
contributed to ber downfall. These speculations 
must,however, be ieft to tue curious ou sucu matters, 
Since wita that subject the present article has 
nothing todo. Another of these learned nuns was 
niidegarde (1098 to 1100 A. D.), Abbess of tae Con- 
vent of Rupertsuerg, near Bius en on tae Ruine. 

SHE OUMPILED

Dr. Elizabeth Blackwell emigrated from Bristol, 
land, to America at 10 years of age She 
always been a quiet, studious, blushing 
girl, so silent and timid that her father called her 
his little herinit, She was led to the idea of adopt- 
ing the medical profession by the sickness of a dear 
friend, of such a nature that Hiizabeth felt that in 
& Competent physician of her own sex lay the only 
hope for ber. 
AFTER LONG CONSIDERATION, 
and much imquiry, sue dev.ded to adopt the pro- 
tession herseif, f it couid in any way be compassed. 
Being penniless, money was the first requisite. As 
& means whereby to ovtain it E.izabeth took a situ- 
ation as govervess n a pbysician’s famuy where 
% nad access to the library. In a year’s ume she 
established herself as visiting governuesa, saving 
every cent she could spare from the necessities of 
life, and buying bobs as she neeved them for study. 
In 1544 sue came to Philadeclipuia and studied six 
moutus under Urs. Alleu and Warrington. Appiy- 
ing in vain to the medical scnools of Fniladelpnuia 
wd not dauut this modern Joan. She was 
adveed by a puysician to adopt man's 
ature, but emphaticaily refused. At last, after 
endless refusais anu disappolutments, she applied 
to the Geneva Medical oOlege, then a flourishing 
insiituuon ia New York date. Her proposal was 
laid oelore the s udeuts, who, after much dis- 
cussion, decided to admit ber; and, further, so to 
act the part of yenilewen towards her, tuat she 
might never regret the sep she had taken, they 
aiso drew up resoiutions to that effect and for- 
warded them to her with the letter rmittiug her 
© enter. kt mignt be thought t her worst 
troubies were over when she gaiued the long 
sought for permission to enter tne college, but 
they were scarcely begun. At college she suffered 
much. Naturally tender hearted, sensitive aud 
reserved, she bad to sustain a hard warfare 
m order to remain tranquil before 
tne sufferin .s ot the pat.euts and 
under tue eyes of the professors and her 
feilow studenis. In order to cure ber natural ote 
peusity of biushing, s.e subjected herself to rigid 
and severe diet. Brom tue tune of her admission 
to the final examination, she entered and departed 
without «appearing to see any one around her. Go. 
ing directiy to her seat she sat down and ap 
wuolly obuvivus to ail save the professor and ver 
note book. On one occasion, during a lecture on 4 
sowmlewual deiicaie -ubject, one of the students 
threw ner a note from behind which aligated on 
her arm. Wituout appearmg to see ii, she re- 
mained in the same position till the professor had 
finisued his lecture. Meanwhile all eyes were fixed 
on her to see how she would act. Rising with an 
expression of dignified scorn and disdain she swevt 
ihe note [rom her aria to he fluor as thougu it nad 
been some ioatusume reptile. From all sides came 
euthusiastic piaudits for her aod 
hisses for the aggressor. Nor were her 
troubles ali from within. lhe boarding- 
houses refused to admit her, crowds gatkered in 
tue street to see her pass, she was followed and 
movbed wherever she went. A weaker woman 
would have suuk under it. Hiizabets Blackwell did 
not. In January. 1849, sue received ner uard wou 
diploma. As it was pu into ner hands, sue said 
quietiy: “I thank you, Mr. Presudeni, for the sanc- 
uon given to my stud.es by the institution of wuich 
you are cuief. All the moments of my life shall be 
empioyed to do nooor to the diploma you have con- 
ferred, and witn the help of Gud I nope to accom- 
lsu it.” Her medical education had cost her just 
52.0. She was the first woman in the worid who 
nad ever received iegaily and officiaily the degree 
of doctor of medicine. Sucha woman deserved to 
succeed, aud she did succeed, but it must be borne 
in mind tuat women iixe Ei.zabeth Biackwell and 
Fiorence Nightingaie do not row on every tree. 
Later, she was admitted as a D ag 
cian to walk the hospital St. 
Bartaolomew, in London, Engiand. Established 
at last in New York, se uad ai:most as bard a time 
wita the physicians and -bvarding-souse keepers 
of that city as she had nad during her co.lege days. 
She overcame it all. however, by her indowita- 
bie piuck. In 185% she delivered a series of lectures 
to women on gymnastics and hygiene, which were 
afterwards issued in book form. In 1858, by the 
aid of subscriptions, sue founded a cispensary for 
women and chidren, and in 1854 obtalued a ter 
for the New York Infirmary and D.spensary, at 1¥6 
Second avenue, wulle dispenses medical charities 
vo thousands of poor women, and which is still 
super. ntetided by ber sister, Dr. Emiiy Howeil. In 
addition to a most extensive medicai practice, she 
fille tue chair of hyg.ene in then e Medical Col- 
lege for Women, of tue New Lor Dispensary. 

n Engiand, eleven years later. under the Medical 
Act of 1858, Misa Garrett commenced her medi- 
cai studies. None of. the medical schools 
were theu. as now, open to the female sex. 
She had to pay heavy fees for private instructions 
aud was registered as licentiate of Aposbecuries’ 
Hall in 1865, Several years later she obtained ber 
degree in Paris, and has since been celebrated a an 
entuusiast oa tne subject of woman's rights. Miss 
Jex-B.ake, the red uot champion of the trouser 
episode and tue mghts of woman, matriculated at 
tue University of Eutuburgh, in 1869. So strong a 
feeling of opposition was raised, LOwever, that she 
was ioreed to leave, and graduating in Berne 
obtained license to practice iu Kugiaad 1877. 

THROUGH HER EFFORTS 


the medical scnooi for women was formed in 
London in 1874, but naving no huspita: opportunities 
was, for many years, of ittie practical use. The 
law requires that every medical student coming up 
for examination shall have had practical clinical 
instruction ina hospital of at least 150 beds.

woman (even at the latter's best) in (hese matters, 
it must be evident to every chinking person that 
woman can never, wiile her physica: status re- 
mains wuat it is, be to the worid what man is, as 
physician, midwife or surgeon. 

An objection exists that women are far more 
easily tempted to acts of maipractice than men, 
from the sympathetic weaxness more or 
inherent in every woman. While it must beowued 
tuat this charge is too true, it yet has no 
power to affect the question, from the fact 
that if women err in these respects 
through weakness, mea are far more liable to err 
trough inherent vice and the love of money, A 
recent writer has reimarked, “Badness aud coarse- 
ness ingrained in the verv b»ne or marrow of an 
individuai can be eradicated by no system of cuit- 
ure, but if vice and crime and moral depravity were 
to be found only on tue woman's side of the po- 
fessional fence, we migut lift up our voicésin a 
great shout of thanksgiviag.”’ 

Viewing the subject calmly and dispassionately, 
therefore, in all its bearings, it is tolerably certaiu 
that the future wil: decide, as the preseut and the 
past have hei to prove, that in competition with 
men women doctors, as a class, are just here aad 
there. Once im two or three centuries, as has hap- 
peued before a woman will arise speciauy g fted 
uy nature in this respect. But tuere are exceptions. 
Even in tme diseases peculiar to women, and tue 
practice of midwifery, tne same ovjections nold 

ood. Modesty and delicacy may iucline to the 

act that were she in every respect equal, womaa 
in these cases should be employed; but sue 
is not equal, and in tue preservation 
of human life and public health, modesty aad de- 
cacy, must give way to more important considera- 
tious. Yet when ali this is allowed, it does not 
close the gates of t- medica! profession to women. 
There is a grand and noble fieid iying open for 
them where mae practitioners are not, and where 
the half loaf of female practice is ineffably superior 
te no practice at all. The waole female clie.tee of 
the wide and nob.e East is sireicuing out its arms 
to the women of the West and crying, Come over 
aod heip us. It is estimated that of the 100,000. 000 
women in india alone, at least two-thirds are Oy 
social custom debarred from receiving male medi- 
Cai attendance in any form or by any arrangement 
whatsoever. 

lf a uahometan or Hindoo woman of the higher 
castes is attacked witb a severe disease, or has any 
bones brukea, aue caanet receive tue beuefit of 
medical knowledge so long as it is exciusiveiy in 
possession of men who are not admuss:bie o her 
presence.

The Puritan to be Altered. 

The splendid sloop yachts Puritan and Priscilla, 
which sailed from New London on Sunday morning, 
were towed through the East River with the yacht 
Mischief to Stapleton this morning. General But- 
ler’s famous schooner America, the English cutter 
Clara, Captain Miller, and many less notable craft 
were already there. The English cutter slipped 
past quarantine unperceived on Sunday night, after 
a voyage of thirty-nine days from Londen, and 
sailed all the way to Cortlandt street, off which she 
anchored. Her skipper discovered his mistake in the 
morning and beat back to Stapleton, anchored again 
and sent his papers to the custom house officers by 


messenger. The Clara isa yacht ot twenty tons 
and looks like the Madge. The Puritan lies 
about 100 yards out from the Stapleton ferry land- 
ing. and passengers on the boats crowded to the 
sides yesterday to leok at her shapely outline. 
Captain Audley Crocker says ske will remain there 
until he receives an order to tbhecontrary. The 
Priscilla parted company with her white rival at 3 
o' clock this afternoon, and was towed to Paillon’s 
shipyard. She will have about five feet of her 
mast cut off, and the same number of feet added 
to her topmast. Afterward her bottom will be 
cleaned, and all superfluous deck work, including 
skylights, remeved. Sue will then be ready to try 
conclusions with the Yamkee yacht. The Priscilla’s 
skipper, Sam Gibson, thinks that either the Puritan 
or his oon boatcan outsail the Genesta. If they 
do not, it will be the peor thing for American 
yachtsmen to acknowledge the superiority of the 
English yacht model and build accordingly. Capt. 
Gisson lieves that the Prisciila, which he says 
was encumbered with three boatsand much else 
that she could have done without during the recent 
races, will outsail the Puritan at the trial contests 
outside Sandy Hoek.—[{Exchange.
